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Dr.  M.  Arzt  Speaker 

Friday,  Dec.  5th 

Dr.  Max  Arzt  will  be  the  guest  preach¬ 
er  at  the  Sabbath  evening  service  on 
Eriday,  December  5th.  The  third  speaker 
in  the  Adult  Committee’s  Friday  Even¬ 
ing  Lecture  Series  will  speak  on  the  sub¬ 
ject:  “Hanukkah’s  Undimmed  Lights". 

Dr.  Arzt  is  at  present  a  member  of  the 
faculty  at  the  Jewish  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary  of  America,  where  he  holds  the 
position  of  Director  of  Field  Service  and 
Associate  Professor  of  Practical  Theolo¬ 
gy.  Prior  to  coming  to  the  Seminary  in 
1939,  he  had  been  rabbi  of  congrega¬ 
tions  in  Stamford,  Connecticut,  and 
Scranton,  Pennsylvania.  Dr.  Arzt  is  a 
past  president  of  the  Rabbinical  Assem¬ 
bly  of  America  and  is  an  active  member 
of  the  United  Synagogue  of  America. 

The  speaker  of  the  evening  has  trav¬ 
elled  extensively  in  Europe  and  Pales¬ 
tine,  and  is  a  well  known  lecturer  in  the 
Jewish  community  of  the  United  States. 

As  a  result  of  long  study  and  investi¬ 
gation,  Dr.  Arzt  has  arrived  at  the  fol¬ 
lowing  position  regarding  Hanukkah.  It 
is  more  than  the  recollection  of  the 
heroism  manifested  by  our  forebears 
twenty-one  centuries  ago.  With  the  tri¬ 
umph  of  the  Maccabees,  Judaism  ceased 
to  be  a  tribal  cult  and  embarked  on  its 
career  as  a  world  religion.  From  that 
time  on,  it  was  thought  that  Israel  must 
remain  Israel,  among  the  nations,  for 
the  sake  of  humanity  in  order  to  be  the

The  Annual  Hanukkah  celebration,  sponsored  by  the  Sisterhood,  for  which  plans 
have  been  completed,  will  be  held  on  Sunday  evening,  December  14th,  at  8:30  p.m. 
This  joyous  and  colorful  party,  to  take  place  in  the  Vestry,  will  observe  all  the  tra¬ 
ditional  Hanukkah  customs.  It  is  being  given  for  all  members  of  the  Park  Avenue 
-  Synagogue  and  their  immediate  families. 


'Maccabees  and  Puritans' 
Rabbi  Steinberg's  Topic 

The  special  Hanukkah  service  and 
sermon  will  take  place  on  Friday  even¬ 
ing,  December  12th,  at  8:30  p.m.,  Rabbi 
Milton  Steinberg  will  deliver  the  sermon 
on  the  subject,  “Maccabees  and  Puri¬ 
tans”. 

The  sermon  is  based  on  the  startling 
analogy  which  exists  between  the  Mac¬ 
cabees  and  the  Puritans.  Both  groups 
fought  for  religious  freedom — their  own 
— and  both  groups  later  denied  it  to 
others:  the  Maccabees  against  the  dis¬ 
approval  of  the  Scribes  and  Sages;  the 
Puritans  in  unchallenged  self-righteous¬ 
ness. 

What  is  it  in  religion  which  makes  it 
so  inclined  towards  intolerance?  Can 
this  evil  tendency  be  corrected?  If  so, 
how? 

Rabbi  Steinberg  will  describe  the  his¬ 
torical  parallel  and  prescribe  a  radical, 
new  course  which  organized  religion 
must  follow  if  it  is  to  rise  above  ancient 
vices.

latest  High  Holyday  Services 
have  by  now  come  to  seem  to  me — 
and  no  doubt  to  all  of  us — remote,  as 
though  they  belonged  not  to  this,  but  to 
some  more  distant  year.  And  yet  before 
they  pass  from  memory  altogether  or 
cease  to  be  distinguishable  in  time,  I 
should  like  to  share  with  the  members  of 
the  congregation  some  of  my  most  grati¬ 
fying  observations  concerning  them. 

Comment  on  the  service  in  the  Vestry, 
its  comfort,  dignity  and  meaningfulness, 
was  uniformly  enthusiastic,  and  much 
admiration  has  been  expressed  on  the 
split-second  coordination  between  the 
two  portions  of  the  congregations. 

We  have  further  genuine  cause  for 
mutual  congratulations  in  the  fact  that 
the  use  of  the  Vestry  made  it  possible 
for  our  congregation  to  accommodate 
almost  four  hundred  persons  more  than 
in  any  previous  year,  and  many  of  these 
the  children  of  our  members  or  young 
people  raised  in  our  midst  who  have 
heretofore  been  debarred  from  attend¬ 
ing  High  Holyday  worship  in  the  com¬ 
pany  of  their  parents  and  in  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  which  they  regarded  as  their 
spiritual  home. 

#  * 

From  a  number  of  the  new  members 
I  have  received  letters  of  comment  con¬ 
cerning  our  mode  of  worship  with  which 
many  of  them  were  this  year  having  their 
first  experience. 

These  comments,  with  one  exception 
ardently  favorable,  fall  into  two  groups. 
To  the  one  side  are  the  observations  of 


persons  who  came  to  us  from  the  Re¬ 
formist  left.  On  the  other  side  are  those 
who  joined  us  from  the  Orthodox  right. 

Typical  of  the  former  category  is  one 
woman  who  in  our  services  made  her 
initial  contact  with  more  traditional 
modes  of  worship,  musical  rendition  and 
thought  than  those  to  which  she  had  been 
accustomed  all  her  life. 

“It  was,"  she  observed,  “like  thawing 
out  at  a  fire  after  being  out  too  long  in 
the  cold.’’ 

To  the  opposite  purport  is  the  letter  of 
a  young  man.  raised  in  rigid  Orthodoxy 
to  wdiich  he  had  come  to  respond  with 
“complete  mental  rebellion  against  for¬ 
mal  worship,  a  turning  away  from  an¬ 
cient  shibboleths  and  a  derisive  con¬ 
tempt  for  Judaism  as  a  whole.” 

“I  cannot  begin  to  tell  you,”  he  wrote 
to  me,  “of  the  gratification  that  was 
mine  (on  Kol  Nidre  night)  .  .  .  My 
pleasure  at  being  able  to  follow  a  ser¬ 
vice  at  all  times  .  .  .  The  clear  explana¬ 
tions  of  what  we  were  doing  and  why  .  .  . 
The  sheer  beauty  of  it  .  .  .” 

“Our  Temple,"  he  concludes,  “has  ef¬ 
fectively  connected  for  me  my  own  Or¬ 
thodoxy  with  my  present  day  require¬ 
ments.  There  is  no  complete  breaking 
with  the  past;  instead  it  is  preserved  for 
all  to  hear,  the  ancient  glory  of  religious 
Israel  couched  in  contemporary  prose 
.  .  .  I  wonder  too  if  you  realize  how 
successful  the  marriage  really  is  of  an¬ 
cient  ritual  and  modern  need?” 

Given  reactions  such  as  these,  we  on 
the  pulpit  have  reason  to  take  courage 
and  hope  that  we  may  after  all  be  on  the 
right  course  in  our  quest  for  such  a  pat¬ 
tern  of  Jewish  living  and  self-expression 
as  shall  be  traditional  and  modern  at  the 
same  time.

living  custodian  and  exemplar  of  mo¬ 
mentous  spiritual  truths  and  teachings. 

The  world  is  sorely  in  need  of  that 
ethical  emphasis  which  is  Judaism’s 
magnificent  obsession,  feels  Dr.  Arzt. 
“The  people  of  Torah  can  teach  men 
how  to  bring  the  tablets  of  the  law  from 
the  mountain  of  aspiration  down  to  the 
valley  of  decision  and  the  plain  of  real¬ 
ization.” 

The  law'  prescribes  that  the  Hanukkah 
lights  should  be  placed  on  the  window¬ 
sill  nearest  the  public  thoroughfare.  The 
time  has  come,  says  Dr.  Arzt  s  message, 
for  Judaism  to  reveal  to  a  sore  beset 
humanity  its  glowing  message  of  moral 
fervor,  applied  idealism,  and  universal 
brotherhood. 

Following  the  service  on  Oneg  Shab- 
bat  will  be  held  in  the  Vestrv  to  give 
all  an  opportunity  to  meet  and  discuss 
the  topic  with  Dr.  Arzt.
